While this calculation concerning the 
results of the 100 vacant seats is en- 
tirely speculative, it is not in any re- 
spect impossible of realization nor 
could it be more extraordinary than any 
of the results declared during the last 
few days. 

Ireland munins practically un- 
changed.

It is understood that several efforts in 
this direction have been made hut with- 
out success. Siich reports as I hose, it 
is believed are materially weakening the 
prestige of the 
Unionist party. 

In the absence of Mr. Halfonr, 
Chamberlain probably will take the lend 
in the in xt parliament; at any rate he 
is now acknowledged to he the strong 
man and will have the greatest sup- 
port, in the opposition benches. 

A remarkable feature of the' elections 
thus far is the number of labor mem- 
bers elected. The last parliament could 
claim but seven Laboritcs, while up to 
the present no less than 40 of flieiu 
have secured seats and with the prom- 
ise of further gains it is not at all Im- 
probable that labor will have fit) repre- 
sentatives in the new parliament. This 
undoubtedly would have a /tremendous 
effect on future legislation in England 
as tlie laboritcs arc almost certain to 
set the support of the home rulers in 
any reasonable measure introduced hy 
them. One of the most prominent pol- 
iticians in England said today: 
Parliament for Ireland 
"It: is useless to minimize the present 
revolution and we might as well begin 
to take a new view of the situation. 
In my opinion a parliament sitting at 
Dublin may be looked for in the next 
two years. Assuredly, John Itodinond. 
loader of the Nationalist party, and 
Prime Minister Cninpbell-Bannorniaii 
have reached a working ngrfement and 
it is inconceivable that Mr. Redmond 
would be content with anything less 
than an Irish parliament.

Paris, Jan. 20. — Ministerial circles 
this evening have no further infor- 
mation regarding the Venezuelan situ- 
ation. 31. Jusserhhd's report of the 
conference at Washington lias not 
yet arrived. The French cable 
company Jias not had any communica- 
tion with Venezuela for two days and 
is not aware whether the rest of its 
agents have been expelled. 

Three French warships are now off 
Hie Venezuelan coast prepared to de- 
liver the answer of France to President 
Castro's treatment of &£. Tnigny, the 
French representative at Carncus and 
two additional warships will join them 
as soon as they can make the trip 
across the Atlantic. Until the demon- 
stration has been initiated the French 
government will share only with Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and Secretary Root 
the knowledge of the exact form which 
this indication of her displeasure at 
President Castro's action will take. 

Meantime the delicacy of the situa- 
tion at Caracas is greatly increased by 
news which has recently reached herd 
from the Venezuelan capital regarding 
the 

Attitude of President Castro 

appears to be assuming towards M. 
Russell, the American minister. Unless 
this attitude is radically modified, it 
may.be necessary to despatch an Amer- 
ican warship even sooner than bad al- 
ready been planned. President Castro, 
it is said, will be given to understand 
that any treatment or an American rep- 
resentative- such as accorded Tnigny 
will not lie tolerated by the Washing- 
ton government. 

The only cause ■which can be assigned 
here for President Castro's coolness to- 
wards Mr, Russell is that the former 



insists upon regarding as personal rath- 
er tliiin official the efforts which Mr. 
Russell, acting under instructions from 
Washington has made to assist a peace- 
ful settlement of the Franco- Venezuelan 
•troubles. The request of the French 
government that its interests in Vene- 
zuela be looked after by .Mi. Uusscll, 
was immediately granted for the rea- 
son that such a request is invariably 
granted by a friendly power, however, 
difficult the task. 

Will Insist- on Apology 
France 1ms adopted a simple pro- 
gramme for her Ve'ncztielan situation. 
It provides for an immediate and com- 
prehensive npology by President Castro 
for his treatment of M. Tnigny, which 
treatment thd Paris officials regard as 
"insulting'' and "intolerable." Put 1 
this apology is made, discussion of de- 
claims and other grievances which 
France has against Venezuela will be 
withheld. The French government re- 
gards the action of President Castro's 
agents in Lnguavra In refusing to al- 
low M. Tnigny to return ashore after 
he htld boarded a French liner as an 
act of war. France demands that her 
representative shall receive the same 
treatment at Caracas as is given the 
Venezuelan representative at Paris. Up 
to a bite hour tonight the French em- 
bassy -was without advices from Cara- 
cas or Paris, but information regard-

pected. It is reirorted that three im- 
portant despatches containing instruc- 
tions for M. Tnigny never readied him 
and supposition is that they were inter- 
cepted 'by the Venezuelan government. 
This is regarded as a very serious phase 
of" tlie situation, and will be investi- 
gated by .Mr. Russell. Cure also will 
taken to insure the delivery without in- 
terception of all despatches to Mr.

— M. Alexis 
Alexisvich Souverin, editor of the Huss, 
has been sentenced to a yeur's_, imprison- 
ment in a fortress for publishing in De- 
cember last the manifesto of the work- 
men's council announcing that the gov- 
enmcnt had declared civil war on the 
proletariat, and saying that the chullenge 
must lie .accepted. Efforts are being 
made to secure mitigation of the ten- 
teuce. The cases of seven other editors 
of newspapers including l'.of. MihlkofL' 
of the Svo Bodarinrog, and M. Hessen of 
the Pravo are still pending. The techni- 
cal accusation against M. Souverin was 
incitnrion of people to high treason by 
publishing proclamations and statements 
designed to instigate riot, sedition and 
armed revolt, and tending to cause the 
bankruptcy of the state. The charge 
was based not only on the publication of 
the manifesto, but on a sorieu of sedi- 
tious proclamations by the postal tele- 
graph union applying to the revolution- 
ary power, adjectives traditionally 

Sacred to the Emperor 
and also on the appeal of the league of 
leagues, in which it was stated that the 
political liberty of the people was ob- 
tainable only through, an armed uprising 
for a great, battle against the autocracy. 
M, Souverin pleaded in his defence that 
the communication and the proclama- 
tions published, in his opinion, gave facts 
of political life of such importance to all 
circles of society that it was impossible 
and contrary to the interests of the gov- 
ernment to pass them over in silence. It 
is the general opinion that this feature 
of Iu'h defence merely aggravated the 
offence in the eyes of the judges, and 
without it he would have escaped with a 
fortnight's sentence given to M. N6tO- 
vitch. editor of the Novosti, for publish- 
ing statements subversive of the exist- 
ing form of government. 

The heavy sentence imposed upon the 
editor of the most widely circulated 
newspaper in Russia, who is a promi- 
nent publicist and litterateur, has caused 
a great commotion in all circles of so- 
ciety.

three and a half hours. It will thus be 
seen that in as far as the important 
element of time is concerned the land 
and water routes are Identical. 

But it may be here stated that the 
railway ferry is at best only an expedi- 
ent and is always considered a serious 
handicap ill every important railway 
undertaking; as witness the immense 
sums constantly being expended in its 
abolition. I venture to say that no rail- 
way corporation on this continent would 
in this case resort to the use of a ferry, 
despite its many attractive features if 
the land line could be constructed under 
anything liko normal conditions, that is, 
without involving more than ordinary ex- 
penditure. 

The problem is, therefore, it seems to 
mi; practically narrowed down to a con- 
sideration of removing the serious draw- 
back of n ferry by providing ft sum 
sufficient to meet tho excess of expendi- 
ture on railway construction incident to 
adverse natural conditions. 

In order to arrive nt n satisfactory, or 
in fact, at any solution of the prob- 
lem in hand, it. will be necessary, first of 
nil, to ascertain the cost of building a 
railway between the points already suf- 
ficiently indicated, neglecting, for the 
present, the link between Menzies Buy 
and Willow Point, uloug the east shore 
of Vancouver Island, a distance of 13% 
miles. 

The following estimate may with con- 
fidence be accepted as reasonably ac- 
curate:

To the Editor: — 

The. progiessives of the hoard of trade 
are valiantly wrestling with the .problem 
of a continuous transcontinental railway 
to Vancouver Island by way of Bute 
Inlet and Seymour Narrows; and their 
efforts to accomplish an object so much 
in the interest of the choicest section of' 
British Columbia should receive the 
earnest attention and cordial co-opera- 
tion of all good citizens and subjects. 

The nature of the project under con- 
sideration appeals to the thoughtful and 
practical engineer as unique and deeply 
interesting. It deals with the construc- 
tion of u modern or standard line of rail- 
way from the tidnl flats of Menzies Bay 
on Vancouver Island by way of Sey- 
mour Narrows, Valdez Island and the 
Arran Itapids to Waddington Harbor 
at the bond of Bute Inlet, a distance of 
(10 miles. The skill and patience of the 
engineer would certainly bo taxed to the 
utmost in surmounting and many nat- 
ural obstacles to be encountered in suc- 
cessfully conducting and completing a 
work of such difficulty and magnitude. 

Commencing at Menzies Bay, for 
about two miles, on a rising grade east- 
erly to Seymour Narrows, tin? building 
of the line would involve heavy rock 
cutting, bridging and trestling. At the 
west end of the great bridge the rail 
level of the line would be not loss than 
-50 feet above, the surface of the ground, 
to meet the bridge rail level at a height, 
above' high, water murk, of not less than 
100 feet. Then comes the great struc- 
ture across the Narrows, over half a mile 
in length, requiring in its design and 
construction many months of study and 
computation, together with the appli- 
cation of high mathematical ability. Its 
erection would involve a long period of 
toil and anxiety, coupled with the in- 
telligent use of every appliance known to 
practical men, or which inventive genius 
should devise to meet the novel and 
unexpected conditions sure to arise in a 
work of this character. 

From the great bridge eastward across 
Valdez and other intervening rocky isl- 
ands, tortuous channels, and dangerous 
rapids and whirlpools, to the mainland 
at Arran Itapids the highest engineering 
talent would find ample scope in the 
diversity, difficulty ana novelty of tho 
structures necessary to meet the com- 
plex situation. 

The Arran Itapids, according to tile 
best authority, a fathomless and dan- 
gerous channel, would require a bridge, 
the east end resting on the mainland, 
of one span .1,100 feet in length. 

Thence to Waddington Harbour, at the 
head of Bute Inlet, the shore line has 
a hard and forbidding aspect, suggesting 
37 miles of excessively heavy, railway 
construction. 

The general character of the proposed 
undertaking will, no doubt, be gathered 
from the foregoing observations, -and bo- 
fore proceeding to deal with matters of 
detail" it seems desirable to look at cer. 
tain local conditions which, to a consid- 
erable extent affect the result to be 
achieved. 

Waddington Harbor is distant from 
Willow Point, the nearest landing on 
Vancouver Island, by way of Bute Inlet 
and the Valdez archipelago, 70 miles. 
The navigation between these points is 
possible every day in the year, anil the 
distance could be covered, by a modern 
turbine, with ease and comfort to all 
lboard in three and a half hours. The 
route is over one of thoi most beautiful 
heels of water in the world, generally 
aim, with just sutlioienT' 'motion in the 
air to keep the atmosphere of our splen- 
did western climate pure and cool. The 
scenery on every band is unrivalled, and 
it may well be imagined that such a trip 
would be, at any time, hut more especi- 
ally after a tedious and weary trnnscon- 
nental journey, exceptionally attractive 
ami restful. 

The distance along the railway route 
between tin? points referred to above, 
that is. between Waddington Harbor 
and Willow Point by way of the west 
shore of Bute inlet. Valdez Island and 
Seymour Narrows, is 73' / {. miles, and, 
considering the great: caution essential 
to safety in operating a railway over a 
route where danger lurks in every mile, 
an average speed of 21 miles per hour 
may be considered the maximum, that is 
to say the distance by rail between the 
points indicated could be covered in

BRITISH COLUMBIA 
SEEKS TO SECEDE 



Correspondent Says Leelslators 
Are Advocating Secession 
From Dominion, 




Doubtless Victorians will be surprised 
to learn there is "a movement for the 
secession of British Columbia from the 
Dominion." A Victoria correspondent 
of tho Portland Telegram, who recently 
told the Portland people of how the 
navy was about to return to Esquimalt, 
writes under date of January IS: — 

"Discontent which has been .steadily 
growing in British Columbia for several 
years, over the refusal of the nonunion 
government to consider a readjustment 
of the terms upon which this province 
became a pari of Canada in 1871, fulH 
reached such a stage that members on 
both sides of the local house are, on the 
floor of parliament, advocating .secession 
from tiio Dominion in the event of fur- 
ther financial concessions not being 
obt a ined. 

"The provincial parliament long ago 
buried party differences in considering 
this question, ami memorials and dele- 
gations to Ottawa have been numerous. 
The. Dominion government invariably 
falls back upon the position that tho 
British North America act-is incapable 
of variation, even though the province 

finds that it is now proportionately the 
heaviest: contributor to the federal rev- 
enue. 

"At this session in, the legislature A. 
II, 15. Macgowan, member for Vancou- 
ver city, in seconding the reply to the 
vice-regal speech, urged that there be no 
more acquiescence in any joint provincial 
presentation of the cuse for better terms, 
but that British Columbia demand a re- 
adjustment of relations with the Domin- 
ion, and this being refused, petition the 
throne for a dissolution of the Canadian 
confederation, this province retiring from 
'Canada. 

"' The time has come for this province 
to act for itself in this matter,' said Mr. 
Macgowan, 'and to demand belter finan- 
cial terms from Canada not as a favor, 
but as a matter of business justice — and 
failing (his, to go direct to King Edward 
by petition praying for a dissolution of 
the unfair terms that bind us to the Do- 
minion,' 

"Other members of the bonne concur 
with Air. Macgowan, and 'Better Terms 
or Secession' is likely to become the po- 
litical battlccry in British Columbia.

BRIDGING SEYMOUR NARROWS.

An important communication appears 
in another column signed "Homer Hil- 
ton," on tbe subject of bridging Say- 
monr Narrows. As this is a live topic 
nt the present time, the appearance of 
the letter in question is timely, and 
will add something substantial to the 
discussion. It is the first time, so far 
as our knowledge goes, that nn esti- 
mate of the cost has ever been pub- 
lished and, certainly, the first estimate 
toy a professional man, made from data 
obtained on the spot. Marcus Smith, 
who had charge of the exploratory sur- 
veys for the C. P. 15. on this coast, 
though ho makes reference to the great 
expense of such an undertaking, pub- 
lished no estimate in his reports. Mr. 
C. H. L'ugrln also favors us with a 
communication on the same subject, but 
owing to lack of space it is held over 
until another issue, when we shall have 
occasion to refer to it. 



LONDON'S POOR. 

There are 1,300,000 persons in Lon- 
don who receive 21 shillings a week 
or less in wages, and every fourth 
Londoner is a pauper. These ,are 
figures taken from Jack London's 
book, "The People of the Abyss." 
Jt Is a mournful commentary on 
the results of fifty years of free 
trade. It must be borne in mind 
that the wage referred to is "1 
shillings and "less," and the author 
reckons -five persons to an ordinary 
family. lie makes 21 shillings equiv- 
alent to 35.25, and this is how he 
apportions it tor food. Hew 
bare essential for keeping- the body 
alive, while there la nothing left tor 
clothing or other expenses:

SOCIALISM AND CHRISTIANITY. 

The tenets of socialism arc very beau- 
tiful. They contemplate an ideal exist' 
once iu which the social conditions which 
affect living shall be -made uniform. 
All men and women will be workers, 
equal in importance and dignity; all 
social distinctions' will be abolished and 
all special privileges; every man will 
receive the full benefit of the product of 
the labor which he performs; all public 
utilities, such ns telephones, telegraphs, 
railways and tram linew, water and light 
systems, will he owned in common, and 
nil pay alike for niid reap alike from the 
benefits; all the staple industi ■ies will be 
conducted so that every laborer will take 
out a share or the product in proportion 
to what lie put in in labor. Government 
on such assumed principles would 
ho very simple; but whal form it would 
lake wo can only speculate regarding, 
as there is no model of socialistic govern- 
ment In existence by which its success or 
failure can ho judged. The nearest ap- 
proach of the true type, as we under- 
stand it, are the tribal organizations 
which exist among many native races. 

In other words, civilization in its long 
and tortuous course through the ages in 
lining humanity through a scries of 
scales from the position of cave dwellers, 
lands ua buck as the highesi ideal to be 
reached in the simple mode of living in 
which it, found us. Socialism pre- 
mises, however, a very great change, 
which is internal and innate, and not 
externa! and ornate only. We leave the 
first stage animals, wits instincts a little 
above the brute creation which we had 
just (.learned to subjugate in order to 
servo our purposes, ami we conic back 
to it angels. Wc left it on a long jour- 
ney, In extremely slow and short grada- 
tions, around the world in cycles of time 
— with at the outset but the ambitions 
of fleshy appetite and fleshy comfort to 
fulfil; and we return having been trans- 
formed in spirit and intellect, ethereal: 
ized, spiritualized and made anew. We 
have the same bodies, the same passions, 
the snme fleshy instincts, but we have 
learned how to curb them, how to live, 
with all faculties cultivated to their fuile-t 
capacity, and a highly cultivated sense of 
tlie* consideration due to others in order 
that all may bide in peace, prosperity 
and perfect happiness. Generations of 
men have come and gone, have boon 
sacrificed in gaining the experience and 
the wisdom necessary to make such a 
supreme existence on earth possible. 
This is the teaching, the goal of true 
and ideal Christian socialism. Anything 
short 'of that is but an effort to break 
bonds, real or imaginary, without an in- 
telligent appreciation of the purpose of 
attaining freedom. How many every- 
day socialises, how many of any one, 
would know how to enjoy and how to 
put to use this liberty when secured? 
How many socialists who profess nomi- 
nal adherence to the gospel of socialism, 
are true to the spirit of its teachings? 
How many are imbued with its true aims 
and actuated by its unselfish ambi- 
tions? 

Socialists are very much like the ma- 
jority of professing Christians in that 
respect, we fear. Christianity is tlie 
most perfect theory of living that iias 
ever been devised. Its aims arc the 
purest, its methods the simplest, and its 
mandates the easiest to obey, and yel 
how many professing Christians follow 
thel Cvon "I'Pi'oxiina tely the injunctions con- 
tained in the Sermon on the •Mount?

Let us look into the fruit hualness. We 
Mud some tin or 70 frail growers formed In- 
to an association called The Victoria Fruit 
Growers' Association and Exchange, Ltd. 
The combined production of small fruits 
alone will reach, approximately, 1DO tons 
per annum, besides sonic sis' or seven car- 
loads of plums, prunes, pears, and applet, 
which are shipped to the Northwest, and, 
say, live carloads sold on tlie local 
market, Most of this fruit Is handled 
at tlie present time by a commission house, 
and costs tlie members of tlie aforesaid 
Fruit Growers' Association from 1<> to VA 
per cent., witli absolutely no chock on 
sales, or auditing of the accounts. If we 
turn to farm produce, we find that prices 
are always depressed until it passes out of 
tin' hands of the farmer to wealthy dealers 
or the speculator, who, through the want 
of organization on the part of the farmers, 
Is able to exact a double profit, first from 
the fanner, by depressing prices below the 
cost of production, and again by charging 
the consumer an Inflated price. 

Our object, then, is to bring these two 
classes of people, the fruit grower and far- 
mer, together to get them to see that their 
interests are Identical. Our fruit season 
commences in .lane and ends In October. 
Suppose the fruit growers start an ox- 
change for hnndliug fruit alone; they 
would have nothing to sell six months In 
the year. Rut If we Include farm produce, 
wc have something to sell all the year 
round, and an increased volume of busi- 
ness that will materially reduce the cost 
of handling. 

A good deal of - the produce grown on 
the lower Frasor Valley Minis its way Into 
the Victoria market. There Is almost all 
the produce of the Islands and North and 
South Sannich, with Sooke and the K. & 
N. railway besides, I believe there Is 
plenty of business available, and that there 
are only two . ways of securing It: lirst, 
by increasing the capital of- the Victoria 
Fruit Growers' Association and 'Exchange, 
Ltd., and hnving the ntiine changed to In- 
clude rarmers; or, scondly, by .starting an 
Independent exchange! 1 ' 

A committee of (odr were appointed by 
Hie Fanners' Inst Itute, ,, to wait on tlie 
Fruit Growers' Association to discuss the 
matter with them. We have written to the 
secretary, Mr. Grant, and asked the prcsl- 
■lnet, Mr. Brydon, to call n meeting to 
discuss the matter, hut neither of those 
gentlemen seems Iii think the subject 
worth considering. However, I think the 
members of the I'nill Growers' Association' 
will have something to say about that nt 
the annual meeting. For even these gen- 
tlemen with all their wisdom cannot block' 
a discussion of the subject longer than 
that.

The new mayor ntfll board of alder- 
men are now ready to transact the bus- 
iness of the city. The oath of office 
was lulminstertd yesterday forenoon 
by .fudge Lnmpiunn in the county court. 

A. J. Morley, the mayor elect, was 
the lirst to be presented to his honor 
arid "'as duly sworn, according to the 
requirements. The mayor was followed 
by Aldermen Davey Hall, FuUertoh, 
Coodacre, Stewart. Yutcs, Douglas, 
Vincent nnd Fell— all in turn swearing 
to fulfill their duties to the best inter- 
est of the city and binding themselves 
to allegiance to King ICdwurd and his 
heirs. 

With the formality over the new 
board will take up their duties at once 
and will bold their first meeting on 
Monday evening when several routine 
motions will be dealt with. Altogether 
four notices of motion are 'on the 
| board, two by Alderman Goodacre and 
two by Alderman Stewart. Alderman 
Ooodacri- will move for leave to intro- 
duce a bylaw to be known as the An- 
nual Loan bylaw, 1900 and also that 
tenders be called for printing and bind- 
ing the annual reports. 

Alderman .Stewart, will move that the 
city assessor be instructed to commence 
to prepare the assessment roll for the 
ensuing year on Thursday the 25th 
insf. and to return il to the council on 
or before the 10th day of May. The 
same alderman will also move that in- 
structions be given the pure-basing agent 
to call for tenders for the annua] sup- 
plies for various departments for the 
ensuing year. 

Witli the installation of a new board 
it is interesting to know the authority 
of the chief officer of fhe city, accord- 
ing to the Municipal Clauses Act dC 
181)7 under chapter 1-1-1, Part 1, and 
section 2. 

"It shall be lawful for the mayor, 
or reeve to cause the laws; for the im- 
provement of the municipality to lie 
duly executed or enforced. To commu- 
nicate from time to time to the council 
or recommend all such laws resolutions 
and measures as in his opinion may 
tend to the improvement of the finances, 
health, security, cleanliness arid comfort 
of Hie municipality'. The mayor or 
reeve shall have power to appoint such 
numbers of the council as be may deem 
proper to be standing committees for any 
purpose which lie considers would be 
better regulated and managed by the- 
said committees; hut the proceeding of 
all such committees shall bti subjected 
to the approval of the council and no 
debt may be contracted or money ex- 
pended by the authority of, or at the di- 
rection of such committee in excess or 
fifty dollars at one time unless lirst 
sanctioned by the council in a manner 
provided by the statue or bylaw; the 
mayor or reeve shall have unrestricted 
authority or power to inspect and or- 
der the- conduct of all officials and em- 
ployees of the corporation and to direct 
the (method of management of the cor- 
poration business an dal'fairs and to sus- 
pend the officers and employees of the 
corporation and as far as may be in his 
power to cause all negligence, careless- 
ness and violation of duty on Hie part 
of the officers and..- employees to be 
prosecuted or punished; but every such 
ciise of suspension Miiill be reported to 
the council at its next sitting; and ii 
the council decide by a resolution tp 
reinstate any officer who has been so 
suspended they may do so or the coun- 
cil may decide to make any such sus- 
pension absolute; notwithstanding any 
thing to the contrary contained in any 
law it shall be lawful for the mayor or 
reeve of n municipality, at any' time. 
Within one month from passage or 
adoption thereof, to intervene or return 
for consideration or to veto any such 
law or resolution, or proceedings of the 
council, which bus not been- reconsid- 
ered by the council in the manner men- 
tioned in the subsections hereof and 
which has not been affirmed by the vole 
of the ratepayers. 

(a.) The mayor or reeve may stale 
his objections or any suggestion oi 
amendment ho may desire, to the coun- 
cil nnd the cleric shall enter .such objec- 
tion or suggestion or amendment pro- 
posed at large in the minute book. 

(b.) The council shall, as soon there- 
after as convenient, consider such objec- 
tion, suggestion and amendment us the 
case may be and may accept or reject 
them. 

(c.) If after .such reconsideration, a 
majority in number of nil the members 
of the council shall decide lo pass such 
bylaw, resolution or proceeding, in t In- 
form in which it was lirst passed by 
the council, the bylaw resolution, oi' 
proceedings shall he as valid and effect- 
ual as it was prior to the intervention 
of the? mayor or reeve, but; in all cases 
the vole shall be determined by 
of hands of the members of th 
cil and the names of the member 
big for, or against th 
Hon or proceedings shu 
the clerk in the minute 

td.i ir after such c 
bylaw in- resolution, 
have not passed the council, either in 
its original, or in some amended form, 
il: shall be deemed to he absolutely ve- 
toed and shall be of no force or 
whatever and shall nut be introd 
again into the council during tin- term, 
except, with the unanimous consent of 
the council, including the mayor or 
reeve.

If your oven line jio thermometer at- 
tached, ii .simple w'ny to test the heat is 
to hold the bare hand and arm in the 
oven. It you cannot hold it longer thuu 
to count twenty, the heat is about right 
for the 'bread. Or place a teaspoouful of 
flour on an old saucer (crockery ensures 
even heat), and if it browns (not black- 
ens) iu one minute by the clock, the tem- 
perature is just right for bread. 
Old Fashioned "Salt Rising" Bread 
Take a pint of warm water n'bout DO 
degrees — ft little too hot means defeat — 
ptu it into an earthen bowl, anil etii.' in 
flour to make a thick batter, adding a 
teaspoouful of salt; nothing more, and 
beat thoroughly and long, and sot ill n 
pan of warm water (00 degrees) to sc- 
Hure uniformity of heat. In about three 
hours it Will be gin to rise. When nearly 
light enough, mix a spouoge in the bread 
pan, with one piut of mills, and one pint 
of boioliug water, and one table spoon- 
ful of lime water. Mix as for batter 
sponge for yeast bread, omitting yeast, 
of course; As iu this bread there is'nsed 
only Hour, water and suit. Milk is not 
essential, though an improvement, 

When the sponge has cooled to blood 
heat, add the "rising" from the bowl, 
and stir well into the sponge, Kept 
warm, this will rise again in about two 
hours. Add dour to make .stiff dough. 
Knead very lilt 1 o and make directly into 
loaves, which must rise iu the pans be- 
fore 'baking. 

The secret of good bread of this meth- 
od, is in keeping everything warm, but 
not hot.

1 Home-made Loaves. — Few realize lo 
nvhat an extent health and domestic hap- 
piness depend upon the "staff of life." 
Jt is very unromautic, sadly so, too, and 
iprobatdy the young matron, with her 
wedding ring still bright in its tell-tale 
newness, will regard as a joke thie truth 
-which I give her in warning; that she 
•will either .strengthen or loosen her hold 
on Algernon's heart strings with each 
batch of bread she removes from her 
oven. She may don her prettiest dress 
<nnd wring "The Maiden's Prayer," or 
''Moonlit Waves" from the piano keys 
in the highest artistic style, but if the 
■bread has been leaden and sour ami 
ball' baked with a burnt crust, Algernon 
■will declare that be hates music, that 
Jier playing is particularly atrocious, and 
those particular compositions his abhor- 
rence — and "hasn't she got a decent 
dress to her back that she must wear 
that thing V" 

'Hut with his digestion in perfect re- 
ipaij — by the use. of perfect bread — bow 
different! 

He will eat heartily: and on repairing 
to the drawing-room betake himself to 
nn easy chair or couch — and sleep; — 
und not knowing -what she plays or 
wears — \vill make no rude remarks! 

The first requisite 'or good bread, is 
good flour. Unfortunately in the ma- 
jority of stores, it is impossible to obtain 
Ihe same brand for any definite length 
of time. 

The flour which is mnuiifqctlH'ed in our 
own province is equal to the best; is 
uniform in grade, and contains gluten in 
excess of starch thus giving a nutritious 
bread, and more loaves from a sack of 
■flour, than the in ore starchy products. 

Good flour, when pressed between the 
fingers, adheres; and shows the imprint 
of the lines of the skin; and in color is 
creamy white. 

Do not buy blue while flour, nor that 
having a dirty, ashy-grey tinge, as 
though mixed with sweepings. 

Flour, once opened to the air, becomes 
damaged by long keeping; it should also 
•be kept dry, cool, and well covered 
•from dust. If kept There dampness and 
mould may reach it, it is soon flavored, 
and uselof.s, as I ho basis of good bread. 
Always sift the flour for bread, or, in 



fact, before using for any culinary pur- 
pose. 

Failure, in the making of bread may 
result from one or more o£ many reas- 
ons] chief amongst which are these; 
Kind or condition of yeast; the temper- 
ature of Ihe mixture, and also of the at- 



mosphere in which it is left to raise, 
and carelessness or Ignorance as to the 
correct temperature of the oven- — or ii 
may result from careless mixing. After 
good Hour, the next consideration is the 
yeast. Preferable to all others is po- 
tato, or hop yeast, as ii is always ready 
for use, anil if Ihe mistake of a little 
too much "yeast" is made, no unpleas- 
ant^ flavor results. Also, bread made 
with potatoc yeast, keeps moist: longer, 
Busy Housewife's Yeast — Two ounces 
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wire strainer; add flour to make a batter, 
medium thick); one teaspoouful of 
salt, tahlespoottful of ground ginger, and [ lightly on 
half a cupful of brown saga' 1 . When 
cooled to blood Ileal, adil one cup of old 
yeast, or two cakes of compressed yeast, 
and set to raise, anil when light, cover 
tight and keep iii a cool phlci — but not 
where it will freeze. 

.Vow a still heller yeast for the house- 
keeper to whom a little extra work (Iocs 
mil mutter, if only things are nice, is 
Ibis;

As many hops as can be grasped in 
the hand twice, (impressed hops, of 
course) in a half a gallon of water, and 
boiled by themselves ill new till or grail: 
ilewai'e dish • . ' 

While these are sleeping, or boiling, 
pare and .grate six or seven large pota- 
toes, Grate them into a pan containing 
cold water, so- that thoy will sink in the 
Water and so prevent discoloring. 

Into a stono crock, place half a cup of 
sugar, a t a blespoonf ill each of salt and 
ginger and the grated potato, after pour- 
ing away Ihe cold water into which it 
was grilled. Over this potato in the 
crock pour Ihe boiling hop water, from 
which the bops have been carefully 
Strained. The yeast will now resemble 
boiled starch. When only milk-warm, 
add a cup of good old yeast, and let rise 
lill very light ami foamy. .May be seal- 
ed in fruit jars, and so kept in a cool 
place for some time. 

Never lie hops in a cloth to boil them, 
as this prevents the yellow pollen from 
J going through the. yeast. Always select 
I hops with plenty of pollen amongst them. 
The sponge is the next slep in bread- 

king. To make it light: and sweet, 

follow these directions closely. Sponge 
may he mixed with milk-waler, or bran- 
water. 

If milk is used, scald it first, and lei 
cool |o blood heat. This is lo prevent 
ils hurtling sour dining the process of 
bread making. 



Bread mixed with milk is tender, and 
nutritious; but it will not keep so long 
as bread made with water. Bread mix- 
ed with brnn-water, is very sweet; it 
must he used warm in winter, and cold 
in siunmer. To make the brnn-water 
'boil one pint of best quality bran, lo 
one quart, or a little more, of water and 
strain. Make enough to mix your bread, 
according to the number of loaves — three 
pints to each four loaves of bread, used 
in conjunction with one teacupful of 
yeast to each three pints of bran-water. 

Bread mixed with water, requires a 
ta'blespOonful of lard or butter, to each 
three pints of water, or four loaves. Set 
sponge in a crock or pail; beat briskly 
for 15 minutes, and add yeast the last 
thing. For each four loaves required, 
use one small cup of yeast and three 
pints of milk, water, or bran-tea, add 
!ng suBieiont flour to make like pancake 
hatter. Cover closely, and keep rising 
briskly for the first two hours. After 
that, it will continue to rise, unless the 
room becomes very cold, so cold as lo 
freeze water. 

To mix bread. — la winter, warm the 
flour. Put the flour in the bread pan. 
make a deep "well" in (be centre, into 
which put two level teaspoonsful of salt 
for each four loaves, and the .sponge. 
Five quarts of flour are required for 
each four loaves. .Mix thoroughly, be- 
ing careful not to get the dough too 
still'. Mix and knead iu Ihe pan, rub- 
bing all flour anil dough clean from the 
sides of the pan, till the dough will knead 
in a smooth round mass, clear from the 
pan, and leaving the pan clean. Turn 
onto the bread 'hoard, and knead for a 
few minutes, replace it iii the pan, with 
a smooth unbroken surface uppermost, 
("over and set to rise in warm tempera- 
ture. When it 1ms raised to twice its 
original size, or when it springs back 
quickly under pressure of a finger, ii- 
loaves, and mould each loaf 
the hoard, handling it with 
buttered or larded hands, and placing 
each loaf in the pan, with a smooth even 
surface uppermost. When light or very 
springly under gentle pressure, place in 
a moderately hot oven, with a lire which 
holds an even heat. Bake from three- 
quarters of an hour, to an hour. On re- 
moving from the oven, rub the loaves 
With butler, and set them on a table to 
cool, with a folded cloth between the 
loaves and the tabid,

water. Shako weli, as you u*c it. and 
apply with a soft sponge or cloth. Wipe 
the face carefully, before it dies, to pre- 
vent a "streaky" appearance, i would 
not advise you to use castor oil as a 
massage nil for toilet purposes, A sweet 
scented skin food would be plcusantcr, 
and if you will tell me your particular 
requirements, I will give you a formula 
suited to ypn'r skill, am] its needs. 

Parsnip Wine.— Will the caller who 
sent mo this recipe accept my sincere 
thanks for the kindness, and for the 
promptness with which my call for help 
was answered. The recipe is as follows: 
For each gallon of water, allow three 
pounds of parsnips.' Wash, scrape and 
slice Ihem very thin; boil them an hour 
and a half, and strain off the liquor with- 
out bruising the parsnips. Measure the 
liquor, making up anv deficiency with 
boiling water. Add three pounds of 
sugar, and one ounce of crude tartar 
to each gallon. When nearly cold add 
yeast, cask and keep in a warm Jfltice, 
stirring daily until fermentation subsides 
— which may be in ten days — or a fort- 
night. Then bung down. It may be 
lacked iu six months, and buttled in an- 
other six months. 

"Jeauette.' — Kindly give mo a remedy 
for pimples. 1 have them on my chin 
and forehead; quite largo ones. 

Answer. — Have you consulted your 
doctor as to your stomach and digestive 
powers? Often pimples arc the result of 
wrong (lie t, and I always prefer inward 
remedies to external, for complexion 
troubles of this sort. However, the fol- 
lowing cream. is supposed to be a cer- 
tain cure for these troublesome chip- 
tiuus: Sweet .almond oil, and sulphur 
precipitate, each 5 grams; lanolin, :i 
grams; oxide of zinc, 2% grams;' extract 
of violet, 10 drops. Apply a very little 
of the cream to each pimple night and 
morning till cured. Avoid irritating 
tliem by rubbing, or severe treatment of 
any sort.

Canadian Reciprocity 
Mr. Chamberlain's cause is bein" 
greatly damaged by the oft-repeated 
assertion of free traders that Canada, 
if we granted a colonial preference, 
would only admit our foods so Jong as 
they did not seriously compete with 
Canadian manufacturing interests and 
that it will lie found there is no disposi- 
tion to Increase her Imports from Eng- 
land.

Manchester on Thursday made a refer- 
ence to the. Colonial Conference, which, 
coming from the Under Secretary of the 
[Colonial Office, is Interesting. The Lib- 
eral government if returned to power, 
will be no less sympathetic than their 
predecessors towrds the conference of 
colonial ministers who will be welcomed 
when they make any suggestions. Hut 
it will be tlio duty of a Liberal govern- 
ment to inform the colonial representa- 
tives that they cannot arrange for u pref- 
erential union with the Colonies, which 
would Involve the taxation of food. This 
of course will bo the logical result of a 
mandate to this effect from the nation 
who alone can decide whether there 
shall be a tax on food. But it is pre- 
sumed the discussion of fiscal problems 
Will not be barred at the conference, 
for it is agreed that great good will re- 
sult from a free and frank interchange 
of views. Nothing but advantage can 
follow, says the Under Secretary, from 
an exposition of the insuperable diffi- 
culties with which tho question is at- 
tended. In this decision the government 
is following the precedent of Mr. Cham- 
berlain when ho addressed the Colonial 
Conference in 1S'.)7. 

Interesting Statistics 
In the Ulue Books published this week 
there is a wealth of interesting statis- 
tics .relating to colonial development. In 
the immigration figures we read that in 
.100-1 Canada received close on 147.000 
immigrants, Natal nearly 51,000, Cape 
Colony over 14,000, Australia over 40,- 
000 and .New Zealand over 32,000. The 
colonies exported -10,000,000 bushels of 
wheat, of which Canada exported .H>?'t 
millions, so that as yet Britain's food 
supply from within the Empire is il long 
way off. 

The herculean task of emigrating 
10,000 British colonists to Canada, 
which the Salvation Army has to under- 
take haw been well begun. It is expect- 
ed the bulk of these will bo selected and 
shjpped by the beginning of April, Most 
of the colonists, like the 3,000 sent out 
by thu Salvation Army last year, will bo 
used to farm work. Some will be assist- 
ed, others will pay the bulk of the ex- 
penses anil proini.se to refund the loan — 
while some others will be sent out gra- 
tuitously. It is towards this last outlay 
the Ontario government has given Gen- 
eral Booth the £10,000 grant. 

Lord Carriugton, the new minister of 
agriculture, received a deputation yes- 
terday afternoon representing the Brit- 
ish traders interested In the vexed ques- 
tion of the embargo on Canadian store 
cuttle. It is understood Lord Carrington 
received them sympathetically but did 
not commit himself.

Yesterday I came across Mr. James 
Brodie, the Canadian coniinLrioner at 
the Liege oxhigition, who has just arriv- 
ed in London after twelvo months' ab- 
sence in Belgium. Talking of the ex- 
hibition, he said it was not to he com- 
pared with that of Paris in 1000 as a 
show hut hi proportion to its extent it 
was far more fruitful in business results, 
it was largely attended by business peo- 
ple from all parts of the continent; 
Croat Britain was hardly represented at 
all, either by visitors or exhibits. The 
British section was a disgrace, being 
little better than a sixpenny 'bazaar at 
the Crystal Palace. Our great manu- 
facturers evidently do not value these 
international shows as advertising medi- 
ums, but it is regrettable that cheap- 
jacks and bazaar dealers should be al- 
lowed to 'hang' out in an international 
exhibition ns representing the greatest 
manufacturing nation in the world. It 
is little wonder foreigners have admitt- 
ed that Canada's pavilion was the gem 
of the exhibition. It was a splendid ad- 
vertisement of Canada on the continent 
and many emigration and trade enquir- 
ies were made every day, and much 
actual business has already resulted. 

Mr. Brodie and his chief, Col. Hutchi- 
son, are off today to Italy, where they 
will make preliminary arrangements tor 
Canada's part in the great exhibition at 
Milan next year. In this it is expected 
the success of Liege will be ropotod. 
However that may be, Canada's appear- 
ance in Southern Europe will he of 
great service in attracting attention to 
the national resources and the products 
Which the new country is exporting. 
A Needed Improvement 
Returning to London next week Mr. 
Brodie will at once see to clearing out 
tho old exhibits in the Canadian section 
of the Imperial Institute, Kensington. 
These, it will lie remembered, were 
placed there some years ago by the 
various provincial governments acting 
separately. The result was that the 
space was crowded with many dupli- 
cates of the same, samples of Canadian 
wood and grain, minerals, fruits in bot- 
tles, canned-fish and fruits, etc. Some 
came into were good, others indifferent, some 
dug badly, smartly displayed, and others not. It is 
ind there I now settled that the Dominion govern- 
i causing ! incut will make the most of the space at 
the Inperial institute by setting up, its 
Mr. Brodie lias d at the various exhi- 
bitions a careful oolleelion of the lluest 
samples of Canada's products from all 
parts of tin' country. This collection 
will be kepi fresh and attractive and 
il will he a useful auxiliary to the High 
Commissioner's Office, in Westminster, 
and should lead some business linns in 
open business with i Iri'uiidn. 

Tin' enterprise of the Dominion gov- 
ernment in promoting trade should 
stimulate our colonial office and tho 

board of trade to do something ill the 
direction of ci-t.'iblisjiing a commercial 
bureau in Canada. Trade is maintained 
between the old country and .Australia 
and New Zealand and South Africa and 
tho East. Indies by the host of "ship- 
ping" houses in London, whoso business 
it is to buy British manufactures for 
the indents of their clients abroad. 
These shippers are mostly very wealthy 
firms who pay cash and charge a nomi- 
nal commission, may be one per cent., 
to the colonial houses and they also buy 
colonial produce or sell it. oii ii commis- 
sion basis. The banking facilities here 
and the enormous capital the shipping 
linns can command make trade both 
ways between England tind the colonies 
easy enough — except, in the case of Can- 
ada. The number of Canadian shipping 
houses working as the East Indian and 
Australian shipping houses do, has not 
increased since I commented on the fact 
in the Montreal Gazette soon after tho 
British preference of 1897 began to op- 
erate, and t)his it wins acknowledged 
by the Hon. Mr. Fielding in his budget 
speech was one of the reasons, us I bav.o 
suggested, for the comparative failure of 
flic preference. Under the circumstances 
the need for a commercial' bureau in 
Canada is all the greater. 

Trade Agents Needed 
The letter in the Times t.lie other divy 
on this subject by Mr. O'Hara, super- 
intendent of commercial agencies nt Ot- 
tawa, has' excited a good deal of sym- 
pathetic Interest In English trade circles. 
Mr. O'Hara remarks that upon tho ab- 
sence of a British official in Canada who 
can reply to business inquiries. Already 
then; lire 372 consular otlleinls, in the Do- 
minion representing all tho other coun- 
tries d£ the world; of those 180 represent 
the United Stall's and yet England, who 
needs their services so much more, has 
none! Mr. O'Hara points out that the 
advantage of a bureau of commercial 
information would be to the mutual 
benefit of both England and Canada by 
keeping up friendly iiiiorcour.se between 
the Canadian department of trade and 
other .source*! of Official information. 



^tireh a bureau would also keep British 
contractors informed in good time of 
whatever contracts are open in Canada. 
It is notorious that the British are regu- 
larly shut out from the chance of com- 
peting because the Canadian authorities 
do not trouble to send information to thi.-s I M 
country, and also persist in making their] N 
time limit for receivine tenders so short 
that British contractors cannot offer. 
Seeing that all trade is exchange, it 
is obvious that the more trade Canada 
can pond to the old country tho more 
she will get In return. 

Mr. Louis Sinclair. M.l\, (secretary 
commercial parliamentary committee) 
writing to the Times, calls again for a 
ministry of commerce and no doubt the 
demand will receive the attention of the 
British government. It would, as Mr. 
Sinclair says, facilitate the unification 
of the Empire, our present system is 
nbshrd and the very antithesis of a prac- 
tical means to knit the Empire's com- 
merce, 

A Pathetic Story

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EIGHT YEARS OF CRIME IN IDAHO 

WHICH GOVERNOR STEUNENBERG ENDED 



The recent 'assassination of former 
Governor Steunenberg of Idaho has di- 
rected public attention anew to the ter- 
rible reign of crime and armed Insur- 
rection which darkened the {Coeur d'- 
Alene mining district from 1892 to ISO!). 
The following' condensed history. of that 
long- era of lawlessness, prepared by 
the Spokane Spokesman -Review, is 
taken from a detailed report which was 
published in the latter year: 
Pitched Battle on Canyon 

Creek; Five Men Killed; 

Frisco Mine Dynamited. 
During- the first week in May, 1S92, 
the arrival at the union headquarters 
at Wallace of, three cases of rifles and 
two cases of ammunition caused both 
comment and apprehension of danger; 
Hie second week in May, the mine 
owners imported a number of minors 
to work on their properties. 

For several weeks men kept coining 
in, until tlie great lead-producing prop- 
eritos of the Coeur d'Alenes were prac- 
tically in full blast. The non-union 
men -were daily subjected to abuse from 
the union as they passed back and 
forth to work. Fist rights were fre- 
quent. On Sunday evening, July 10, 
1S0L', union men iTSgan to arm them 



and the Coeur d'Alene miners' unions 
Mad prepared to celebrate it. 'The 
events of the day were reported by the 
Coeur d'Alene Miner, from which ac- 
count the following is condensed: 

"It was expected that a large delega- 
tion would arrive from Butte, but only 
about a dozen representatives came 
from that city. The various unions of 
the Coeur d'Alenes were well repre- 
sented, however. About 00 came up 
from Wardner by wagon, arriving early 
in the afternoon. A special train was 
sent mi to Mullah. This returned about 
11 o'clock with 75 or SO union members. 
In the meantime the Canyon creek del- 
egation, numbering over 100, arrived 
and formed in line at the Union Pacific 
depot, awaiting the arrival of the Mul- 
lan people. Shortly after 11 o'clock the 
procession started en route to the'eem- 
etery, headed by Thomas O'Brien on 
horseback and the band. A careful 
count showed 355 men walking in the 
procession, about , half of whom wore 
miners' union badges. 

"Arriving at the cemetery, the assem- 
blage congregated around the .veiled 
monument, which had just been erect- 
ed to the memory of the dead 'men

Mean- 
While the non-union miners at the Gem 
mine had barricaded themselves, and, 
after the union men had shoe and killed 
one of their number as lie was pro- 
ceeding to his boarding house, they 
opened Are and killed two union men. 
Then there was a cessation of hostili- 
ties, and under the advice of the man- 
agement of the Gem mine that prop- 
erty was deserted by the guards and 
the workmen, as the union men were 
superior in numbers and better armed. 
Union Army Victorious. 
Under a flag of truce.it was agreed 
thaL the Gem;.mlne should surrender, 
and the unions agreed on their part, 
in writing, that tlie (employees of the 
mine should be allowed to leave Gem 
in peace, and that their arms and 
themselves should be given safe trans- 
portation out of the canyon. The arms 
30 Winchester rifles and some revolv- 
ers, were loaded on a, handcar, and the 
committee selected two from each side, 
started down the canyon, but they had 
scarcely got out of the camp, when 
50 armed union men, in violation of 
the agreement which they had just 
made, pounced upon tlie committee and

The next .train into Wallace from 
Canyon creek carried tlie bodies of five 
men who were killed in the combat — 
three union and two non-union men.

Horrible Assassination of 

Fred D. Whitney by 

Mob of Masked Men 

Frederick D. Whitney hud been em- 
ployed as foreman of the Helena & 
Frisco concentrator. In the regular 
course of his business as such foreninn 
he discharged two of the old employees. 
Tito story was Immediately, started thai 
he was going to discharge all of the old 
men and till their places with men from 
Butte. To prevent this about 11 o'clock 
on the niglii of December "IS, 1S97, 
armed masked men went to the room 
where Whitney lodged and took him out 
of hod. His companion, the assuyer of 
the company, was made to stand wit': 
his face to the wall while Whitney' 
dressed. When Whitney was taken out- 
side he found his cantors were 10 in 
number. They immediately began a 
fusillade to warn the people of ,1110 
town not to look too closely, and 
marched down the track along the main 
street of Gem, a distance' of over half 
a mile. There were several rifles in 
Whitney's room, and two of these were 
taken and given him to carry'. When 
just below town, in a dark spot, Whit- 
ney thought he saw a chance to escape 
his captors being all behind him, and 
dropping tho gnus he was carrying, 
started to run. A volley was immediate- 
ly tired and Whitney fell with a bul- 
let through his thigh. While they were 
still standing over him a man came 
along, was hailed and told to take the 
man up town. He got a pushenr and 
took him up I own whore he could 
scarcely get a man to help move Whit- 
ney inside, although there were a num- 
(hcr of them on the street. 

Whtney was taken to the- hospital 
at Wallace that night, where he died 
Christmas morning; 

The following night a relative ar- 
rived from Butte after the body, and 
when he asked for a copy of tlie evi- 
dence before the coroner's jury, was 
the first flu- authorities had thought of 
the necessity for an inquest. After con- 
sulting with the coroner, a populist. Jus- 
tice Finn, a member of the miners' un- 
ion now under indict ment for complic- 
ity in the riot at Wardner. April 29, 
1800, proceded to hold an inquest rc- 
sulting in the usual verdict, ■•gunshot 
wound at the hands of parties un- 
known." 

A reward of $15,000 was offered by 
the mine owners, through tlie she-rill', 
for the arrest and conviction of tlie 
guilty men. to which tlie governor add- 
ed a further offer of $1,000 for each 
one convicted. Although dozens of men 
were satisfied of the identity of many 
of them, not a single arrest has ever 
been made, as. all know that the con- 
viction of any man in the courts of 
the county, where the labor question en- 
tered into the case, Was impossible, 
while death would probably be the por- 
tion of the mail who should make thy 
complaint on si) grave a charge.

On tilt' 21sl day or October, 185)8. 
Da u Connor, shift boss at the Standard 
mine was encountered by four masked 
men, armed witli revolvers. Who or- 
dered him to get out of the country with- 
in 24 hours. There wore -1(1 men in the 
room at tiie time, hut not one nf them 
interfered. 

He pleaded that he was n married 
man, with a wife and children at Gem, 
and could not got them away in so 
short a time without immene sacrifices 
and asked for a week in which to com- 
ply with tlie demands of tlie men. Aft- 
er some parleying he was granted three 
days, witli tlie threat that if lie was 
not out in that time they would dispose 
of him, his wife and his children, clean- 
ing the family out root and branch. 
Mr. Connor immediately came to Wal- 
lace and arranged to leave the coun- 
ty, of which lie had been a resident for 
several years, and where he has al- 
ways been known as a law abiding cit- 
izen. It was said

They have fur- 
nished a chapter in savagery which has 
jio parallel' in the. history*. of this coun- 
try. Nor was the' crime committed by 
'a few picked men. but practically Tlio 
whole membership of the Coeur d Aletie 
miners' unions; comprising those of 
Gem. Burke mid Mullan, amounting, to 
about 1,200 men; stole u train at Y\ nl- 
Ince and came dov/n to Wardner on then' 
wicked mission of slaughter and incen- 
diarism. ., . 

Tlie news had heeu t'elenlioneo to 
Wardner, but that such an Iniquitous 
violation of the law would be attempted 
even by tin- Coeur d'Alene miners un- 
ions, hardened in crime and blood as 
thev were, surpassed common belief. 
But certain confirmation soon came— 
the train had left Wallace and would 
soon be at the junction. During this 
iiiiie the members of the Wardner min- 
ers' union wore filing down the street 
in groups of three to 10. carrying^ pack- 
ages under their arms hastily tied m 
newspapers. Then the hideous truth 
was soon revealed of their complicity 
in the devilish plot. In their packages 
they carried guns and masks. They 
had forgotten that they were in a civ- 
ilized country and they were going to 
unite with other unions in their deter- 
mination to destroy the Bunker Hill 
property and assassinate its superinten- 
dent, and they possessed the supreme 
folly to believe that they could do this, 
escape witli impunity and thereafter 
compel absolute obedience to their'' ty- 
rannous rule. 

Yells of Defiance 
The train arrived at Wardner sta- 
tion just before noon. It was com- 
posed of 10 freight cars and a passen- 
ger conch. They held men wherever 
they could stand or hang on, including 
engine and tender. With a yell of de- 
fiance they jumped from the-' cars, and 
the country surrounding tlie depot was 
soon black witli savage men, about a 
third of whom were masked and armed 
with rifles. They straggled around for 
a while, drinking whisky, some at near- 
by saloons and others in small groups, 
from bottles. Each wore in his button- 
hole a I rip of white muslin. .lames D. 
Young, the sheriff of this county, was 
with them ami tool: no steps to prevent 
violence, cither at Wai'ducr or Wallace. 

The regular passenger train slopped 
at the depot and passed on to Wallace. 
An hour passed, then a boxcar was 
opened, disclosing a ton and a half of 
dynamite, Swiftly men bore the boxes 
down the track toward tlie mill. 

An advance guard went ahead and 
riddled the building with rifle bullets 
There was no one there, however, for 
Assistant Manager Btirbridge had rec- 
ognized the futility of defence against 
such a vast anil raging mob. and hud 
told the mill hands to forsake the 
property and look out for themselves. 
The different unions, Gem, Burke, Mul- 
lan and Wardner, were called by name 
to assist in the specific work of de- 
struction. Wardner union was less 
prompt than the others and its name 
was called twice. On they went, .such 
as were armed witli rifles, about 40 in 
number, in the' direction of the doomed 
mill. 

.Meanwhile a little hand of anarchists 
had crept along the hillside above tl:e 
flume in the direction of tne mMl. un- 
ohservc'd by the larger crowd of tiyiin- [ 
miters. They fired a few shots at' the 
concentrator and in an instant \v«.e 
answered by flic main body of cri.ii- 
innls, who mistook them for Blinker 
Hill men. John Smyth, one of their 
number, fell dead witli a bullet chr-iti-fh 
his breast. 

With Rifles and Dynamite 
And now the grounds about the cr.:- 
centratof" and the office buildjiu were 
black with' fiends in j'uai in siiai.o 
uriii.ed witli rifles and dynam to. Thev 
we're foiled in their plans of torture and 
death for Mr. Btirbridge for ae hud lied 
several hours before; Swiftly they ear 
ried the dynamite into the mill an. I of- 
Bce. By tin- time this was cample. ed 
Humes were shooting from the company's 
boarding house and bunk house and. 
Mr. Burl. ridge's residence, "h'ire" was 
culled and the savages retired to a srfe- 
distance. A few minute's of appalling 
dispense and the end caine>. The con- 
centrator went skyward in fragments 
accompanied by a cloud of dust and 
smoke and followed by the deufJliilg 
roar that shook the windows in Ward- 
ner. Then another and then the whole 
roof of the office building rose into the 
air ahnost unbroken. Tin company's 
safe and fireproof vault were broken to 
atoms and everything dcst.VM C-l, also 
Air. Burbridge's' residence and .'ill the 
furniture and personal he' .i.igings of 
himself and family. These explosions 
were followed by demoniacal yells and 
expressions of delight from -lie on!,"ro 
was ordered to | mob. The- irrent Bunker Hill mill was 
utterly destroyed. Their victory was 
complete. 

Diabolical and Wanton 
The mob moved toward the station 
again, and near there they committed 
murder in tho most diabolical and wan- 
ton manner. For an hour they had had 
James Oheyne,-' millman and Roger 
Rogers, the company 



.veiling in savage glee as they left the 
station, leuviiii death and desolation in 
their horrid wake. 

It may well he imagined how nerv- 
ous people in Wardner were tortured 
by fear until the arrival of the troops 
lent them protection'. Those who could 
readily do so left the town. All business 
was absolutely suspended! and a con- 
dition of terror which seems Incredi- 
ble in a civilized country was universal 
among the law abiding citizens of Ward- 
ner. Happily this is now removed and 
will remain so just as long as the troops 
remain here.

The 
comptroller had a taste of the ingrati- 
tude of life the other morning when 
two men who had previously literally 
ibegged for work were sent to the Van- 
couver Gas Co.'s operations on Koefer 
street and returned nfter a couple of 
hours complaining of the conditions ami 
asking another job. The usually genial 
official at once crossed the names from 
the list and sent other men to the wwk. 
I reference is being given in nearly 
every instance to married men of whom 
a large number are on the list.

Portland. Ore.. Municipal Corpora- 
tion have decided lo pay less for labor 
than hitherto. Laborers are to be 
paid not to exceed $2,25 per dav each, 
and the committee will recommend to 
the Executive Board that Hie -wages 
for common labor in this department 
shall be .*2 per day until after (iO days' 
service is rendered. 

The construction forces of the exten- 
sion of the Oent Northern west of 
Midway are scattered from Midway to 
Keremeos, B.C., n distance of 00 mile's, 
in which some 2.000 men are employ- 
ed. It is difficult to obtain men for 
railway work-, and 2.000 or 3,000 more 
would bo employed if they could be se- 
cured. The track is down as far west 
as Midway, and it will be May 1 before 
track laying will begin west of there. 

A decision of some importance to or- 
ganized labor was handed down by Su- 
perior Court Judge Gary of Chicago 
recently. The substance of the deci- 
sion is ns follows: If a union tells a 
contractor that its members will not 
work with a non-union man, and if .is 
a result the non-union man is discharged 
and is unable to secure employment on 
account of the attitude of the union 
toward him. the union is not liable for 
damages to the non-union man.

$25,000.

BY THE DOLLS' DRESSS1 AKER. 

picturo came from Toy-

Jthes are frequently put on hand-" 
mo young lady dolls before they 
Toyland for the world where we all' 
You will see that this young lady 
doll is beautifully nnd yet sensibly at- 
I tired. Sho isn't such a very old young, 
jlody doll, either. I nhould say tier ago was 
about that of a little girl of four. Sho has 
a very beautiful little dress of white 
I muslin, with three tucks all around the 
bottom and beneath that two rows of lacs 
insertion. The dress Is made with a yoke,' 
which also has two rows of Insertion all 
around it. There i3 a frill of lnce around 
tho neck. Tho sleeves are trimmed with/ 
two rows of Insertion ncrosa the top and 
are gathered In at the bottom with a frill 
of lace all around tho hnnd. Underneath 
! tlili frock a pale blue slip is worn and 
[looks very pretty through the thin white 
dress. The top coat worn by Miss Dolly 
I Is made of blue broadcloth, a little darker 
ithnn pale blue. This color Is called "old 
Iblne." Put It does not look old; it looks 
very soft and pretty. It is trimmed with 
white stitching arid white pearl buttons. 

The hat which tho young lady has on Is 
made of white embroidery.' You see that 
is part of the fun of being a doll— you can 
wear summer clothes all winter. It Is 
trimmed with pale blue ribbon and white 
feathers and is a most graceful and be- 
coming affair. 

In making Miss Dolly's hat you must, of 
course, have h frame to start with. It Isn't 
an easy thing to make a hat frame and 
you had better get some older persons to 
help you out in twisting tho wire into 
shape. For this purpose you will want 
white lionnot wire. Make four circles of tho 
Joining the circles' ends by bending 
up a piece nf wire. All the circles are of 
different sizes. Tho large one Is for the 
outer edge of tho hat, so make that almost 
as large as you want the brim to be. The 
next smaller clrclo is to support the middle 
of the brim. The next smaller circle. Is 
for the top of the crown, and the smallest 
clrclo of all is for the bottom of the crown. 

Then take four strands of -wire, cross 
them In the middle and fafrten them to- 
gether there by winding silk around them. 
Then lay the circle of wire meant for the 
top of the crown over these crossed pieces 
^0 that the middle of tho cross is right 
in the centre of the clrclo. Where tho 
pieces of Wire cross tho circle fasten them 
with pieces of silk wound around and 
around. Till en bend all four ends of wire 
down at right angles with the top crown. 
Then at a distance of about one-half of 
an inch pass tho ends of wlro through tho 
smallest circle, which is meant ror tho 
bottom of the crown, and fasten tho ends ( 
at equal distances from one another to 
this circle by winding the silk around and 
around. You have then a wire frame 
for your crown. Nov.- you begin to make 
the brim. You first bend out all your 
four wires so that they are at right an- 
gl-s with the crown you have made. Then 
at about half of the width of the brim 
you attach the wires to the circle which 
is to support the middle of the brim. Then 
you carry the wire a little further out and 
attach the largest circle. Then your frame 
is complete. 

Now you nce ^ 'three pieces of embroid- 
ery, one large enough to make a full 
crown. This you put on flat over the top 
of the crown and gather In plea.ts around 
Die sides. Then you need an embroidery 
mine wldo eitoush to reach from tlio

The 
white liner has been delayed owing to 
the lute arrival of the British malls, 
and the Empress of Japan, the holder 
of the record for the fastest trip ever 
made across the Pacific Ocean, will 
endeavor to make up the time before 
reaching Hongkong. 

Steamer Lyra of the Boston Tugboat 
Company Is due from Manila and Chi- 
nese and Japanese ports on Saturday 
next— some days behind her schedule. 
There is lamentation in Chinatown on 
this account, for the steam freighter 
is bringing a large shipment of Chinese 
New Year goods, which will reach the 
Chinese about the closing day of tin' 
celebration. 

The Telemachus is following the 
Lyra. The big Blue Funnel liner is 
due to reach the outer docks about 
the 30th. She is bringing a large 
amount of cargo for local consignees, 
Including shipments of steel for the 
building of the new Dominion govern- 
ment quarantine tender to be con- 
structed at the Uullen shipyards at 
Esquimau. 

The Empress of China is expected 
to arrive on the 30th instant, having 
left Yokohama on Friday for this port. 

II. M. S. Aorangl will sail tomorrow 
from Sydney for this port. 

.Steamer Luxor of the Kosmos Line, 
the German company which has a 
steamship line in service between 
Hamburg and British Columbia and 
Puget Sound, via South and Central 
American ports, is expected to reach 
the outer dock on Tuesday or Wed- 
nesday with 550 tons of nitrate con- 
signed to the Victoria Chemical Works 
from South America. The Luxor ar- 
rived at San Francisco on the 16th with 
12 passengers and 2,:i00 tons of freight 
other than her shipment for Victoria. 
According to advices brought by the 
Luxor, the British steamer Ecuador, 
which went ashore near Guayaquil It 
short time ago, Is a total loss. The 
steamer is one of the fleet of the 
Pacific Steam Navigation Company and 
plied between Ancon and South Amer- 
ican ports.

Helena Bay, which is near Guayaquil, 
the steamer ran on the rocks. The 
company's steamer Peru was de- 
spatched to the aid of the vessel, but 
it was found impossible to haul her 
into deep water, and when the Luxor 
left the work of taking out the cargo 
was going on. The Ecuador was one) 
r.f the oldest of the Pacific Steam 
Navigation Company's vessels, and it

last, as it was planned to convert her 
into u hulk.

FOUND DROWNED. 

Japanese Stowaway Lost His Life

The tub was found on the beach, 
With the clothes therein, and beside it 
a discarded suit of underwear, and the 
theory now is that one of the BWlm- 
iners reached shore, and hearing the 
cries of his brother for help, plunged 
In again to rescue him and that both 
were drowned. The dead body when 
found was nude.
